the year 1B4U, large quantities of British Prints 
were imported, that cost from 22c to Stic per yard, 
and in 1U43, Prints of as good quality were produc- 
ed in this country as low as I Jc per yard.which en- 
tiiely excluded British Prints trom our markets. 


Ths Tariff has not only had the tendency to re- 


duce Domestic Goods, but it may and has reduced 
Foreign Goods. For example . Irish Linens were 
imported in 1841, dutyj[ree—in 1843 they paid a du- 
ty ^5 per cent, and wan the duty-graded are at least 
20 per cent lotccr tha» in|iy41. 


The prices of Silks have varied less during that 


time than upon other Goods, yet there was a con- 
siderable difference. In 1841 Stewing Silk, &.c. 
paid a duty ot 32 per cent, and in 1843, they pay a 
duty of $2 00 per pound or about 45 per cent, and 
yet the article can be bought considerably less.— 
English and French Cloths and Cas>itneres in 1841 
paid a duty of 33 per cent and in '-15 paid -10 per 
cent and these Goods are rwt less than ~0 per cent 
lower in '43 thaa in '41. 


Almost every style of Domestic and Foreign Dry 


Goods has been effected in the same ratio as those 
enumerated,and we are not mistaken in their quota- 
tatinns, lor they are copied from our original iuroiceu 
and inventories under the respective duties of
